EAST HOLLYWOOD - City Councilmember Mitch O'Farrell and the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) will 
announce a $50,000 reward in an effort to generate leads in a fatal hit-and-run incident that took place at 
the intersection of Fountain and Kenmore Avenues.
